The love and affection of these 
people for me touches my heart 
deeply. They bring more good 
things to eat. One man gave me 
a nice pair of shoes. Another man 
washed and greased my car, filled 
the.gas tank, changed the oil and 
insists that I not spend a nickel 
on the car while I am here, but to 
let him keep it filled up. 

The fellowship of the preachers 
is delightful. Seven of them on 
short notice came to my home for 
lunch today and what a. happy 
three hours we had together. with 
prayer, conversation and praise to 
God. These pastors seem very hap- 
py about the revival. 

Let all who read these lines, if 
you love God, pray that God will 
give more power to save sinners. 
He has given me as much boldness 
as I ever had, I think, if not more.

dued with power from on high,’ 
and ‘Filled with the Holy Ghost.’ 
To be baptized means to be en- 
dued and filled; to be filled means 
to be endued and baptized. Three 
verbs, all used concerning the same 
thing.” 

This position of Dr. Norris’s on 
the baptism or filling of the Holy 
Spirit was clearly stated, he dis- 
cussed the matter with me private- 
ly, and then preached the same 
thing in my church. I leave it to 
Dr. Norris to explain why he now 
says that this is Pentecostalism, 
and to explain why he says he did 
not know my position. 

Why is this position “Pentecos- 
talism” and “Holy Rollerism” in 
1935 and 1936, when three years 
ago it was orthodoxy?

Dr. Norris now insists that he 
never read my booklet on tongues, 
that it is rank Pentecostalism, and 
he had no idea I was teaching 
such things. But in fact, Dr. Nor- 
ris read my booklet on tongues on 
an interurban car between Fort 
Worth and Dallas, told me about 
it when he arrived in Dallas, and 
endorsed it in the highest terms, 
and then preached the same thing 
to my people. Then he publicly 
endorsed the booklet in the high- 
est terms, and in print. 


One of Dr. Norris’s recent letters 
to preachers asking them to help 
him down me was sent to Dr. A. 
Reilly Copeland, pastor of the Tab- 
ernacle Baptist Church in Waco, 
Texas, Dr. Copeland wrote Dr. 
Norris February ist, 1936 and sent 
me a copy of his letter. Dr. Cope- 
land’s letter was not very com- 
forting to Dr. Norris. Among oth- 
er things, Dr. Copeland said: 


“Dr. Norris, when in controversy 
in 1932, you repeatedly endorsed 
and commended John Rice, and de- 
clared you knew him intimately 
and knew what he taught. I quote 
you verbatim (Oct. 12, 1932) ‘RE- 
GARDING THE DISCUSSION IN 
MY PAPER AND ALL OTHER 
MATTERS CONCERNING MR, 
RICE, HE WILL DO HIS OWN 
DISCUSSION IN THE MATTER, 
AND KNOWING HIM AS I DO, 
INTIMATELY FOR SIX YEARS,

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I THINK HE WILL BE ABUN- 
DANTLY ABLE TO HANDLE 
HIS OWN CAUSE ....I NOTE 
WHAT YOU SAY CONCERNING 
RICE’S TRACT ON “SPEAKING 
WITH TONGUES,” THE TRACT 
SHOULD BE TAKEN AS A 
WHOLE, AND I CONSIDER [1 
THE ABLEST ANSWER TO 
MODERN HOLY ROLLERISM 
THUS FAR PUBLISHED.’” 

In October, 1932, a little over 
three years ago, my booklet on 
“Speaking With Tongues” was “the 
ablest answer to modern Holy Roll- 
erism thus far published.” Now 
it is attacked by Dr. Norris in 
The Fundamentalist as being on 
the other side of the question, in 
fact the very platform of the Holy 
Rollers! Now the fact is that the 
booklet has not changed a particle. 
The copies that I am now selling 
were printed in 1932 and on the 
copies sent out now, my address 
is given as “First Baptist Church, 
Fort Worth, Texas,” since my of- 
fice was there at that time. 


Why is the booklet now Pente- 
costalism which was then, he said, 
the best tract against it? Why was 
my position, that Holy Spirit power 
is available for every Christian in 
soul winning whether you call it 
the baptism or filling of the Holy 
Spirit, perfectly orthodox then and 
endorsed and agreed to by Dr. Nor- 
ris, and now the same teaching is 
called the basis of Pentecostalism ? 


The fact that I now have a hap- 
py work in Dallas with my own 
paper, with Bible Schools attended 
by many with great blessing, and 
the fact that I insist I can hold 
revivals anywhere the Lord leads 
without his endorsement when nec- 
essary — how do these facts make 
my position Holy Rollerism, when 
three years ago it was “the ablest 
answer to modern Holy Rollerism 
thus far published ?”’ 


Dr. Norris is a great and good 
man. I earnestly beg all who read 
this to pray for him. He has won 
thousands of souls. He has given 
a great testimony against mod- 
ernism and unbelief. If Satan 
should hinder his ministry, it would 
be a very great loss. 1 urge my 
friends everywhere to love Dr. Nor- 
ris, to read his paper, to listen to 
him over the radio and to pray for 
him daily. This controversy is not 
of my choosing, and I do not wish 
to make any attack on Dr. Norris. 
I only want to be allowed to go on 
my way holding revivals without 
hindrance and continuing my min- 
istry without submitting to orders 
from any headquarters but Heaven. 


I do not want churches to be 
divided. Those who feel that the 
attack m me is unjust, and not 
perhaps from altogether good mo- 
tives, need not worry about the 
outcome. The same God who is at 
this time giving a marvelous re- 
vival in Binghamton with many, 
many conversions — fifteen profes- 
sions last night, twenty the night 
before, sixteen Tuesday night— 
(this was dictated Saturday) with 
great crowds and the codperation 
of sound Fundamentalist ministers 
throughout this region — the same 
God will care for my ministry 
elsewhere. My church in Dallas is 
united and prayerful and God is 
blessing. There were nearly 300 
conversions there I understand, in 
the month of January. That is not 
as many as there ought to have 
been, but it is enough certainly 
to praise God for. It proves that 
He has not gone back on us — that 
He still uses humble people who 
believe that Elijah’s God still an- 
Swers prayer the same today and 
who believe in Holy Spirit power 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


for soul winning. 

Nearly every day requests come 
for other revivals, one today, one 
yesterday, one the day before. Do 
not fear for me. I hope your con- 
cern will be that God will make 
me tender hearted and kind and 
forgiving and that I may be abun- 
dantly filled with the Spirit as the 
dear Lord commands. Whatever 
you call it, I want the soul win- 
ning power and the bold testimo- 
ny that New Testament Christians 
sometimes had .I want the kind 
of revivals the Bible preachers had, 
I want my pzayers answered like 
New Testament Christians had 
theirs answered. Please pray that 
God will work this sad attack out 
to His glory. Let God deal with 
Dr. Norris and others who seek 
to block revivals or to hinder the 
ministry of any man who loves God 
and believes the Bible. 


Dr. Norris Again Insists That "No 
Man Will Get Anywhere in the 
Cause of Fundamentalism in the 
North, East or Outside of Texas 

If He Fails to Have the Love 
And Confidence of the First 
Baptist Church" 


Yesterday, February 7, a letter 
arrived from Dr. Norris at Fort 
Worth dated February 6, 1936. In 
this letter, Dr. Norris told again 
how that by codperating with him, 
three gifted young Fundamental- 
ist preachers have been recom- 
mended for meetings in the North. 

Then Dr. Norris said: 


“As for the quotation that you 
put at the head of your paper, it 
is most certainly true, that ‘No 
man will get anywhere in the cause 
of Fundamentalism in the North, 
East, or outside of Texas if he fails 
to have the love and confidence 
of the First Baptist Church.’ With 
the great body of Fundamentalists 
we take each other's recommenda- 
tions of men." 


The point at issue between Dr. 
Norris and me, then, is not doc- 
trinal. Dr. Norris again and again 
has endorsed my doctrinal posi- 
tion, in fact, has taken identically 
the same position again and again, 
and in print. Readers of The #'wn- 
damentalist will know that that is 
true, and others may investigate 
and find out. No, the one matter 
on which there is irreconciliable 
difference between Dr. Norris and 
me is that he insists that no man 
will get anywhere in the cause of 
Fundamentalism without his en- 
dorsement. It is utterly impossible 
for me to concede that point. The 
Christ that saved me, the God that 
called me to preach, the Holy Spirit 
who wants to lead God’s preachers, 
and the Bible so full of God's prom- 
ises, all stand as witnesses that I 
must not bow to the dictates of 
any man however good and how- 
ever much I have loved and do love 
him. On this very question I broke 
with the denominational machine 
in Texas. hey threatened to ruin 
my ministry and brand me every- 
where as a “destructionist,” a Nor- 
risite,” “an off-brand Baptist” if 
I preached on the same radio with 
Dr. Norris and preached in his 
great church. I cast myself on the 
mercy of the Lord then, as I do 
now. 

Dr. Norris has done great work 
for the fundamentals of the faith. 
But to call “Fundamentalism” a 
“movement” which is to be domina- 
ted by one man, with headquarters 
at Fort Worth and Detroit, is a 
position that I cannot, in good 
conscience, take. 


Other preachers who feel they 
need Dr. Norris’s endorsement, who 
feel that their ministry will not 
be a success unless they are men- 
tioned favorably in The Fundamen- 
talist, unless they get to preach 
on radio KTAT, and unless Dr. 
Norris recommends them for meet- 
ings —- let such preachers have Dr. 
Norris’s endorsement. Many good 
men feel that they need it. I do 
not feel any such need. I have 
told Dr, Norris so repeatedly thru 
these years. I have wanted his 
friendship and the friendship of 
all good men, but I have relied on 
the Lord to prosper my ministry. 
I believe and insist on putting it 
to a test, that any man who has 


the blessing of God can get along 


without the endorsement of any 
headquarters in the world. That 
is the issue between Dr. Norris and 
me at this time. While I am sorry

16) and I have left the whole mat- 
ter in the dear hands of the Sav- 
iour. He was in the building of 
that congregation. He has been in 
the work which resulted in thou- 
sands of conversions in these three 
and one-half years. He has pro- 
vided for our needs. He will watch 

over His flock safely. 


We are very happy over the fine 
leadership of Brother Banta. His 
really great preaching, his conse- 
cration, his dependence on God, and 
his trustworthiness are a great joy 
to my heart. All the people love 
him, and it is a comfort to know he 
is there. But best of all, it is sweet 
to trust the whole thing with Jesus 
and “have faith in God!” 

As God is working in Bingham- 
ton, He can work in Dallas. As 
He is blessing me today, He will 
bless tomorrow. God does answer 
prayer. He does care for His own. 

For years I have earnestly 
prayed for more power to win 
souls. Yet I knew that many times 
God has to break hearts before 
they are fit to receive His power 
to win souls in great numbers. 
Therefore, if God means this to 
give me a broken and contrite 
beart, 1 am content to trust in 
Him and submit to whatever trials 
He brings. By faith I can rejoice 
in the blessed outcome which I 
do not now see. He says that “The 
trial of your faith worketh pa- 
tience” and again the Scripture 
says, “Let patience have her per- 
fect work.” We are commanded 
in Hebrews 10:35 to “Cast not 
away therefore your confidence, 
which hath great recompense ot 
reward,” so we trust the whole 
matter of friends, church, minis- 
try, into the hands of the Saviour 
that died for sinners and we have 
the sweetest joy. 

In 1928 when some denomina- 
tional leaders in Texas threatened 
to ruin me in the ministry and 
prevent me having revivals if I 
did not submit to their advice, I 
found great comfort in Acts 20: 
24. I think I can make those words 
of Paul mine today, “But none of 
these things move me, neither 
count I my life dear unto myself, 
so that I might finish my course 
with joy, and the ministry, which 
I have received of the Lord Jesus, 
to testify the gospel of the grace 
of God.” It is fair to say that the 
pastor of Seminary Hill Baptist 
Church and the two seminary pro- 
fessors who made these threats, 
did not have the backing of many 
others in the denomination. No 
denominational leadership has ev- 
er made such violent attempts to 
hinder my revivals and none ever 
told so many untrue things about 
me, in the effort to injure my min- 
istry, as has recently been true on 
the part of Dr. Norris. But praise 
the Lord, the same God who 
blessed me then can handle any 
circumstance and He is wonderful- 
ly doing it today, praise His name! 
So to ail who are troubled in heart, 
or who are oppressed, all who are 


that the issue has arisen, I trust 
that the dear Lord will push the 
matter to a show-down and that 
preachers everywhere may know 
whether or not they must have the 
endorsement of some great “Lead- 
er” before they can hold revivals 
in the North, East or anywhere 
else. 

God bless you, Dr. Norris. You 
have made me many friends. 
Doubtless, I have made many for 
you also. But it is only God who 
can give success to a man’s minis- 
try, either yours or mine. And 
many, many other Fundamentalist 
Baptist preachers believe as I do, 
that while they should like to have 
the favor of all good men, only 
God’s favor is really essential to 
success.

A Correction 


In The Sword of the Lord last 
week in the article on “Peace 
Among Fundamentalists — How to 
Have It,” the linotyper made me 
say, “I could endorse the immer- 
sion of one who was taught to ex- 
pect salvation in the act of bap- 
tism.” The statement should have 
been, “I could NOT endorse the 
imersion of one who was taught 
to expect salvation in the act of 
baptism. With the sentence before 
and after it, that is made clear. 

“For myself, I have always be- 

lieved that baptism should be not 
only Scriptural in form but should 
be connected with sound doctrine 
on the subject. I could not endorse 
the immersion of one who was 
taught to expect salvation in the 
act of baptism. But I have no de- 
sire to hurt those who hold other 
positions. 
I was discussing the fact that the 
Temple Baptist Church at Detroit 
holds to alien immersion and open 
communion, as do practically all 
Baptist churches in the North, 
while First Baptist Church at Fort 
Worth holds, I suppose, to the us- 
ual position held by baptists in the 
South. The point was that Funda- 
mentalist Baptists ought to have a 
great deal of charity toward those 
who do not agree with them on 
some details, just as these two 
great churches.have fellowship, 
though they differ on these two 
questions. 
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
